Sir C. Norwood On _ 
Totalitarianism 


‘ROTTEN’ STANDARDS 
OF MODERN LIFE 


Totalitarian dangers to Chris- 
tianity and modern social tendencies 
were referred to by Sir Cyril Nor- 
wood. President of St: John’s 
College, Oxford. . 

In his presidential address to the 
Conference of Modern Churchmen 
‘at Loughborough, Leicestershire, 
Sir Cyril said:he believed that only 
. by Christian education could. the 
world he saved from an abyss of 
which no man could see the bottom. 

The ordinary man no. Jonger 
feared Hell and had ceased seriously | 
to hope tor Heaven. “The one ig 
becoming a region of comic stories 
and, the other of iairy talea,” Sir 
Cyril added. a 

Perhaps the strongest threat to 
Christianity came from totali- 
tarianism in all its forms. It could 
not honestly -be denied that Nazism 
in Germany, Communism in Russia, 
and Fascism in Italy had conferred 
a good many benefits on their re- 
spective countries. - 


‘INDIVIDUAL SUBMERGED 


But these ‘benefits were bought at 
a heavy price. Apart from the 
State, the individual had no value. 

- The race, the nation, the party, 
stood supreme, demanding and re- 
ceiving complete surrender. 

“This is fundamentally at issue 
with Christianity, which holds that 
human personality has value © in, 

-jtgelf." said Sir Cyril. “There can 
be no compromise or- conciliation 
between totalitarianism and true 
Christianity, for they are at ‘pot- 
tom opposed. aw 

Christianity has to face a strug- 
gle over'a wider field-and-of severer 
intensity than any, perhaps, it has 
yet known. Bound up with it is 
the hope of. democracy. To conceal 
these’ truths is to mislead the 
people. ; 

“we should,“I think, see a strong 
Fascist party form itself if ever 
Labour came into power with an 
absolute majority; nor should I be 
ather than apprehensive for true 
freedom -if- some sections of the 
Labour party had their, own way. 
“For the truth is that materialism, 
in the. decay of Christianity, has 
taken. a strong hold. upon many in 
all classes, and the materialist has 
no use for the freedom of ‘other 
people.” ; oe,

between the British ‘.Ambassador, 


Lord Perth, and the Italian’ For- 
eign Minister, Count Ciano. 

So far was this discretion carried 
that during the whole course of 
negotiations no kind of communica- 
tion was issued from Italian sources 
and even the Italian press publish- 
ed only reports of its London cor- 
respondents ‘regarding the negotia- 
tions themselves and their presum- 
able results. :
